Scranton, Pa., Nov. 17.—President 


Mitchell, of the dinars' union, re- 
sumed the stand today upon the con- 
vening- of the coal strike commission 
and his cross-examination by Wayne 
MacVeagh, which was begun on Sat- 
urday, was continued. 
Mr. Mac- 


Veagh represents 'the Erie company, 
which operates the mines under the 
names of the Pennsylvania Coal com- 
pany and the Hillside Coal and Iron 
company. 
Mr. Mitchell, who has 


been on the stand since Friday morn- 
ing, brought with Mm a number of 
documents And bc.oli3 "'—1C '- -? 
quently referred to in order to refresh 
his memory. 


There seemed to be no falling off in 


the interest in the proceedings. 
A 


large number of persons patiently 
stood in line in the corridor of the 
building' in the hope of gaining ad- 
mittance to the hearing. 
Only a 


small portion of them were success- 
ful, the limited accommodations be- 
ing almost entirely taken up by coun- 
sel for both sides and mining; officials, 
representatives of the mine workers 
and workmen who are employed in 
the mines. 


PRESSED FOR ANSWER. 


Mr. MaceVag-h 'began his examina- 


tion 'by reading from newspaper clip- 
pings of the methods of a labor or- 
ganization known as the Operative 
Plasterers' association, of New York, 
against the employers. 


"Do you approve or do you heartily 


disapprove of these methods?'1 Mr. 
MacVeagh asked. 


"I should say that my union has no 


rvirh T«l«.." wn<? Mr. Mitchell's :•;- 
spouse. 


Mr. MacVeagh repented his ques- 


tion and Mr. Mitchell said: 
"I can 


only 
ray that in the absence of 


knowledge as to the causes which 
made them adopt such resolutions, I 
am not competent to pass upon the 
fairness or unfairness of them. On 
the surface and with the information 
you convey to me. I should say they 
nre unfair." 


Mr. MacVengh reverted to the suj- 


jt:t of placing the responsibility for 
the increased price of coal and re- 
quired: "Do you still fed at libeitv 
to say that it is none of your busi- 
ness what additional cost the Pe°P!° 
will have to pay tor their cu.u ;T l-i.'-t 
additional cost is the immediate re- 
sult of your demands?" 


DENIES THE ASFEKSION. 


"I ivave not said at anv time it 


was none 'of our -business," rcplic.l 
Mr Mitchell. "I -have stated H WAS 
beyond our cortrol. That we have- 
absolutely nothing to do with the 
selling price 'Of coal." 


"Won't your men 'have to work 


five years to make up tihe loss they 
sustained during the- strike?" Mr. 
MacVeng'h 'asked. 


'•Not by «ny means." was the posi- 


tive answer of Mr. Mitchell. 


"Mr. Mitchell, 'do you tliink you 


have the rig-lit to ask for an increase 
in wages •which, if granted, would 
increase the cost 'of living to hun- 
dreds of thousands of the poor?" 


The miners' representative replied 


that there are five (hundred th&usand 
persons in the anthracite fields who 
are starving and it is their funda- 
mental riglht to ask for living wages 
in return for their laibor. 


The examination for a few minutes 


became very spirited on tins pliase 
of the consequence of tihe strike and 
then Mr. MacVeagh turned to Hie 
nvatter of protecting tihe properties 
during the strike. 


Replying to questions by Mr. TCac- 


Vca'gh on the right of private par- 
ties to protect tflieir properly, Mr. 
Mitchell said that the provision in 
tho miners' constitution 
Sxg-ainst 


pickets grew -out of the Homestead 
strike when a number 'of private Je- 
teetives were employed as guards 
most of whom lie declared ted ibeen 


. recruited from the slums of Phila- 


delphia and other large cities.

Mitchell insisted that the city, coun- 
ty 'and state 'authorities were compe- 
tent to handle .tar. mratter. 


M'VEAGH SHOWS TEMPER.

and speaking -with great fervor, Mr 
MacVeag'h asked the 'Witness: "Don't

TALKS OF 'ANARCHY. 


Then Mr. MacVeagh said': 
"Abraham 
Lincoln: was splitting 


rails and he did not limit 'himself to 
eight hours and you demand it not 
only for. the mea in the mines, but 
for all the men above ground as -well. 
He was doing infinitely harder work 
than nine-tenths 
of our men em- 


ployed in th« mines aliove ground. 
So was Garfield when he was a boy 
trudging along the path of tire canal, 
and so was Mr. McKiniey in his early 
life. 
I only mention these 'because 


they are three victims of the spirit of 
anarchy, which, is the curse of this 
country today 'and the only serious 
curse afflicting it." 


Mr. Mitchell took quick notice of 


•Jhe -word "anarchy" as employed by 
Mr. MacVeagh and with considerable 
spirit promptly inquired: 
"Trade 


unions are not held responsible for it 
are theyP" 


No, certainly not," said Mr. Mac- 


Veagh. "Trades unions are most ad- 
mirable, hut you make a 'demand 
upon us that we shall prohibit every 
man in our employ 
from' working 


more than eight hours. That strikes 
us as perfectly in-admissible." 


In answer to further questions, Mr. 


Mitchell entered into a detailed de- 
scription 
of the workings 
of the 


union. 


STRIKE HANNA SETTLED. 


Mr. Mitchell, upon the request of 


Judge Gray, said that the officers of 
the union under pay had contributed 
37 per cent, per month of their Sal- 
aries for the benefit of the striking 
miners. 
The fact was brought out 


that Mr. Mitchell had had telephone 
conferences with Senator Hamra just 
previous to the settlement 
of the 


strike in 1900. 


Of course, that was the year lu 


which Mr. Bryan was again a candi- 
date for the presidency," said Mr. 
MacVeagh, "and you were conscious 
of the great apprehensions entertain- 
ed by the financial interests of the 
country as to the possibility of his 
election P" 


Well, I understood they were 


very apprehensive," was the re- 
sponse. 


Mr. MacVeagh asked if any 
ad- 


vance secured by the miners was not 
due to that apprehension. 


"I 'believe," said Mr. Mitchell, 
that the fact that an election was 


pending had something to do with 
the early settlement of tkc strike." 


HAD NO CONFERENCE. 


Mr. Mitchell denied that he had 


had any conference with the coal op- 
erators at that time and said that 
during the strike 'Senator Hanna had 
spoken to him over the telephone and 
had sent Daniel Keefe, president of 
the International 
Longshoremen's 


union, to see him. 'He denied that it 
was true Mr. Keei-e and he agreed 
that if the ten per cent, increase was 
granted that the strike would he call- 
ed off, but said Senator Hanna h-ad 
told him the operators had decided 
to make the offer of 10 per cent. 


Mr. MweVeagh here took up 
the 


suggestion for a yearly agreement, 
and attempted to show that the union 
could not control its members and 
therefore an agreement is impractic- 
able. 


Mr. Mitchell said there were many 


differences that both sides justly 
complained of 'and which he hoped 
would be wiped -out by agreements. 
"I dare say," Mr. Mitchell remarked, 
"if our union violates the contract 
the people of this country will take 
good care that we have no union left. 
There will be no question about that 
and if the operators violate it the peo- 
ple of the United States will see that 
they regret it." 


Mr. Mitchell said that this was a 


country of majorities, whereupon Mr. 
MacVeagh repMed: "Yes, but God 
with one is a majority. If a man is 
doing right he is on his side." 


'The .court 
room 
was convulsed 


when Mr. Mitchell answered that he 
would be willing to leave the whole 
dispute to God. 


WILL HEAR SOFT COAL MEN. 
Reverting for a moment to the

Then Mir. MacVeagh said': 
"Abraham 
Lincoln was splitting 


rails and he 'dad not 'limit "himself to 
eight hours and you demand it not 
only for. the men in the mines, but 
for all the men above ground as well. 
He was d'ohrg infinitely harder work 
than nine-tenths 
of our 
men em- 


ployed in th« mines -above ground. 
So was Garfield when he was a boy 
trudging along the path of tire canal, 
and so was Mr. McKimey in his early 


. I ouly mention these because 


they are three victims of the spirit of 
anarchy, whiidh is the curse of this 
country tod-ay 'and the only serious 
curse afflicting it." 


Mr. Mitchell took quick notice of 


the word "anarchy" -as employed by 
Mr. MacVeagh and with considerable 
spirit 
promptly inquired: 
"Trade 


unions are not held responsible for it 
are theyP" 


"No, certainly not," said Mr. Mac- 


Veaglh. "Trades unions are most ad- 
mirable, but you make a demand 
upon us that we shall prohibit every 
man in OUT employ 
from' working 


more than eight hours. That strikes 
us as perfectly inadmissible." 


In answer to further questions, Mr. 


Mitchell entered into a detailed de- 
scription 
of the workings 
of the 


Mi'. Mitchell, upon the request of 


Judge Gray, said thai the officers of 
;he union under pay 'had contributed 
37 per cent, per month -of their Sal- 
aries for the benefit of the striking 
miners. 
The fact was brought out 


that Mr. Mitchell had had telephone 
conferences with Senator Hamia just 
previous to th-a settlement 
of the 


strike in 1900. 


"Of course, that was the year in 


which Mr. Bryan was again a candi- 
date for the- presidency." said Mr. 
MacVeagh, "and you were conscious 
of the great apprehensions entertain- 
ed by the financial interests of the 
•country as to the possibility of his 
election?" 


'Well, I understood 
they were 


very apprehensive," was 
the re- 


sponse. 


Mr. MacVeagh asked if any 
ad- 


vance secured by the miners was not 
due to that apprehension. 


"I believe," said Mr. Mitchell, 
that the fact that an election was 
ycn'd'i'i01 had pometliing to drt with 
:he early settlement of the strike." 


HAD NO CONFERENCE. 


Mr. Mitchell denied that he had 


:iad any conference -with the coal op- 
erators at that time and said that 
during the strike Senator Banna had 
spoken to him over the telephone and 
had sent Daniel Keefe, president of 
the International 
Longshoremen's 


union, to see him. He denied that it 
was true Mr. Kee:-e and he agreed 
that if the ten per cent, increase was 
granted that the strike would be call- 
ed -off, but said Senator Hanna had 
;old him the operators -had decided 
to make the offer of 10 per cent. 


Mr. M-aicVeagh here took up 
the 


suggestion, for a yearly agreement, 
and attempted to show that the union 
could' not control its .members and 
therefore an agreement is impractic- 
able. 


Mi-. Mitchell said there were many 


differences that both sides justly 
complained of and which he hoped 
would be wiped -out by agreements. 
T dare say," Mr. Mitchell remarked, 
'if our union violates the contract 
the people of this country will take 
good care that we have no union left. 
There will be no question about that 
and if the operators violate it the peo- 
ple of the United States will see that 
they regret it." 


Mr. Mitchell said that this was a 


country of majorities, whereupon Mr. 
MacVeagh -replied: "Yes, but God 
with one is -a majority. If a man is 
doing right he i-s on his side." 


The -court 
room 
was convulsed 


when Mr. Mitchell answered that he 
would be willing to leave the whole 
dispute to God. 


WILL HEAR SOFT COAL MEN. 
Reverting for a moment 
to the 


yearly agreements Chairman Gray 
announced that the commission had 
decided to invite Herman Justi, com- 
missioner of the Illinois Operators' 
association, to apear before the com- 
mission and- to state the conditions 
existing under the yearly agreements 
between the soft coal operators and 
the Illinois miners who belong 
to 


Mr. Mitchell's organization. At the 
suggestion of counsel on both sid'es 
invitation's will be sent to other soft 
coal operators, a list of whom will be 
handed to the commission later. 


Mr. MaicVeagh, seeking a 
direct 


answer to his queries, regarding boy- 
cotts, asked 
the witness why he 


could not use his influence to put an 
end to boycotting and to further in- 
timidation of men, women and child- 
ren whose lives have been made un- 
endurable. 
Mr. Mitchell responded 


that it was the very fathers and hus- 
bands of this people, who had them- 
selves mad« their families' lives un- 
endTirablc. Mr. MaeVeassh, drawing

MINEBS GET STATISTICS. 


Pottsville, Pa., Nov. 17.— Statis- 


tics gathered by the United Mine 
Workers from the Schuylkill region 
for presentation to the arbitration 
commission, shows that only 4 per 
cent, of the graduates o£ the local 
high schools are sons of miners. 


The wage rate shows an average of 


$385 per year for the mine workers, 
wages of laborers being included with 
the miners in the calculation. A pro- 
! test will be -made on behalf of the 
Schuylkill miners to the commission- 
ers against the acceptance of the 
proposition of the Beading company 
to base the rate of wages on the price 
of coal. 
This was the system in 


vogue here before the strike of 1000, 
and mine workers say to return to it 
would be very unsatisfactory.
